From another private letter, dated 7tb 
inst, from Nagasaki, we quote:—‘ We aro 
just as thirsty for news as you ate, without 
the opportunity of satisfying the craving. 
All reporte are controlled by the Govern- 
ment, whieh so far has authenticated 
nothigg while forbidding the press to 
publish anything to the disoredit of Japan. 
The Chinese, through the Ehaoghai papers, 
continue to report victories, whereas tho 
Tapaneso ery little or nothing. The only 
definite sews wo have had hore was the 
engagement at A-fan, since whish both 
sides are doing nothing but concentrating 
forces.

INTERVIEW WITH SIR ROBERT

The following iaa summary of an jntex- 

view with Sic Robert Hart at Pekin by tho 

Graphic artist, Mc Julius M. Prico somo 
timo ago s— 


_As we sirolled up and down, smoking a 
cigarette before dinner in the calm of tha 
lovely summer evening, I oonld aot help 
remarking to Sir Robert that life in Pekin 
wou d not baso unpléasant if every Euro. 
pean had such delightful place to live in, 
and one so entirely isolated from the foul 
sights and smolle of the semi-barbaric city 
oulside, 

‘Tt is indeed so pleasant a retreat,’ he 
replied, ‘that I ameoldom tempted to leave 
it, Moreover, my work occupies so much 
of my time that when I have tinished of an 
evening I have little inclination to leave 
my ‘compound.’ So I live bere almost 
like a hermit every day in the weok except 
Wednesday, when E receive my friends in 
an informal manner, as you hare just sean,’ 

‘Bat do you never take a holiday?’ I 
naturally asked. 

‘T have only had eighteen months’ boli- 
day since I joined the Chinese Customs 
service in 1859,’ was hia reply. 

We dined positively in Oriental luxury; 
no leas than eight men-servants waiting on 
us, for the high position Sir Robert holds 
in China forces him to keep up a style be- 
fitting. ie rank—so much so, that oven 
when ho is alone the sama ceremony has to 
ba-cbs sw a= 
sent, Oar talk, of course, raverted to 
Obina and- Chinese affairs. I learned, to 
my astonishment, that although ptill in ap- 
pearance what one would consider a com- 

aratively young man, Sir Robert.bad beon 
in the country for nearly forty years, having 
joinad her Majesty's Gonsular service im 
Hongkong in 1854, just one year before 
reaching his majority. 

In reply to my query as to how he came 
to attain the woaderfully influential -posi- 
tion he tow holds: ‘Oh? it wns simple 
enongh,’ he modestly replied ; ‘ after I had 
becn in the Consular service fiva years 1 
was invited to join the Ohiness Customs, 
then ia their infancy ; this was shortly after 
Lord Elgin’s treaty, when certain ports 
were to be opened to Huropeans, Some- 
thing inspired me to aesspt the offer, One 
thing fed to, another, and in 1861 I was 
made acting Tospecior-General in the place 
of Mr Lay, who was going bome-on leave 
for two yoars. His resignation followed 
shortly after hia return to Chins, and I was 
apppointed in his stead; xo in fouc yoars Thad 
risen to the highest post in the Service, 
The position was not neatly 20‘ important 
then aa now; since those days the Ohioese 
Customs service has grown to suck colossal 
dimensions that the work it entails is somar 
thing incredibte. Tt will be giving you 
some idea of it whon I tell you that in 1861

more money than thay knew what to do 
with, Asithas been with loan it hae 
been with railways, Undoubtedly, 
will one, day have her railwaya;- but they, 
she has for years past been pestered with - 
offors from foreign capitaliats to help hor ta 
start them, so far her roply has always been : 
that whoa tho time coues the enginests, 
capital—all, io fact, that. is needful—will 
be found by Ohina—a strong hint that no 
forvigners need apply.’

‘Thete is no ‘indiscretion,’ -raplied my 
host affablp, ‘Iam granted 400,000 « 
year for the support of this broach of the 
Servico, The money, I may tell you, ls 
absolately under my own personal control, 
ag ara also the appointment and dism 
of all officials, whether Chinese or others, 
wise, I omitted to tell you,’ he added, 
‘that, apart from the revenue cruisers, we 
have quito a flotilla of armed ‘ateam- 
launches for use in rarioas harbours ; aod 
algo, that all the lighthouses along the 
coast are under my jurisdiction ss well, 
(ach port has its European commissioner, 

who has acting under him s Chinese official 
and a staf of assistants, Europeanane 
otherwise.’ se . 
‘Sir Robert,’ Tasid, ‘E should like:your 
opinion on Japan, a8 that country hes so 
greatly astonished the world by its recent 
rapid ‘progresa . 

“T think Japan -a very charming and an 
interesting country, ‘and I ‘like her “pio, 
very much, replied Bie Robert, ovading » 
direct anover to my query, ‘She haa cer. 
tainly made moat remarksble atrides during 
the past few years. But she bas only too 
recently emerged from the obrysslis state 
for any one ta be ublo ‘to: venture on an 
opinion as to the permanency-of the rest 
advance. . Certainly the world has ver 
seen any thing to equal this rapid progr 
With her brand-new ermy, -modelled on 
European lines—for, 98’ you. are doubt. 
loss aware, her oficors ‘arg‘sont to Rucope 
to study military organisation — and‘ her . 
navy, which, if not so fine'aa that of 
Ohina; is still a very romarkable-one, cons 
sidering how now it is, she cortainly. looks 
like marking for herself a position ag one of 
the Powars in the Far East, What auch & 
position may. be ‘worth’ is for Japiness 
stateaman alone to decide. The Japiness 
nation, @ith its natural artictic instlnots 
and love of the beautifal, certainly doss not 
give me.the impression of an embryo was- 
like nation,’ .
